Wednesday night a number uf people 
of this cily proceeded (according to 
a resolve of tho Provincial.Congress), 
to take off the cannon that were mount- 
ed on tho Battery and were desired to 
bo ns silent as possible to prevent being 
discovered by the Asia man-of-war. 
When they came thuru they observed 
two of the man of war's barges, lying a 
littlo distance ofl'fruin which it is evi- 
dent that some iiiturnal villain and 
eiiumy to tho country, had informed 
Capt. Vandcrput of their design; how- 
evor, they began dragging the cannon 
with tho utmost expedition; when they 
had got twelve or thirteen away, tin* 
barges rowed \\ilhin musket shut nl 
the Battery, and then fired, which \<:is 
immediately returned by Capt. Lamb's 
conipanv of artillery; tho man-of-wiir 
fired three shots which alarmed thn 
city; the drums boat to arms and Mir 
Inhabitants mustered ns fast as possi- 
ble; this did not deter our people from 
pursuing their dusign, for they hauled 
away tho cannon with as much spiritas 
before; the man-of-wnr then began llr- 
ing very hot with grape-shot, eighteen 
and twtiil.y-1'our nonuilei-*, and volleys 
from the lop.s; all this time the people 
kept, dragging tbcciiiiium up tho Broad- 
way, 
and did not desist till thuy had 


got them all ranged huforu the Libdrty 
Polo; though the llatti-ry and streets 
wei'o full of people, happily no lives 
were lost,thuir guns wore well levelled. 
and tho balls came singing over our 
people's beads, and on all sides ns 
thick as bail, ihc fence between tint 
Fort nnd Battery and the houses aronml 
wore full of shot bnies, anil a number 
of.balls found were in the houses. * It 
occasioned a great consternation among 
the women and children. Numbers of 
people have moved, and are still mov- 
ing their effects out of town. We had 
only two 'jinen wounded, which is al- 
most incredible, considering the num- 
bers that were in the Battery at the 
time of the attack. 


There was one man killed, and four 


or live wounded that were in tho Bat- 
tery.

THE LUCK OF LADYPRIORS. 


Ladypriors. as Thaines oarsmen may 


know, is an old Elizabethan house that 
occupies a pleasant isthmus in one. of 
the quietest and ,most secluded bends 
of the river. 
And at Ladypriors the 


Lilbnnis have been settled, if not • ex- 
actly since the Conquest, anyhow since 
the days of Oliver Cromwell. 
The 


place, though secluded, is not unfre- 
quented. All through the summer tho 
splash of oars may bo heard from the 
stream; punts arc moored hero and 
thero in quiet nooks, and fishermen, 
and fisherwomeii, too, ply their patient 
task from morn to ove. And yet water- 
fowl haunt the sedgy margins of the 
river, and in (he shallow backwater the 
heron is sometimes to be seen poiscii 
motionless upon his slender limbs. 


The .neighboring village, too, is a 


favorite summer resort, with its noted 
hostelry, the "Cross Keys," once the 
homely resort of artists, but now rather 
famous for its little dinners and the ex- 
cellent cookery of its proprietor, Mr. 
Anatole Leroy, and favored both by tho 
fashionable world and the magnates of 
the. city. 


Nor is Ladypriors itself in any way an 


abode of gloom, although there is a 
quiet, old-world aspect about it, with 
its quaint gables, ivy-covered walls and 
twisted 
chimney 
shafts—suggestive 


rather of dignified repose than of active 
delight 
Quiet and dignified people, 


indeed, had been tho. Lilbnrns, with a 
touch of the austerity about tho familv 
type; but tho late Squire of the Priors 
had been a brilliant exception. In the 
early years of the Victorian era he had 
shone out as a gay j-oung blade, one of 
the dandies of the period, and in later 
times he had been one of the pillars of 
the 
Turf—an owner and breeder of 
.race horses. 


It is not very far from Ladypriors to 


the skirts of the Berkshire Downs, and 
on these downs Mr. Lilburn's horses 
were trained under the skillful mana"c- 
meut of the famous Mr.

past few years the school accommoda- 
tions are to-day entirely inadequate to 
supply the needs of the community.— 
Every school room is crowded and some 
rooms have at least a third more pupils 
than what they should have. The fol- 
lowing statistics will show the increase 
over last year. Up to the present time 
this year tho total number of different 
pupils in all the schools is 2239. Last 
year at this time the number was 2109. 
The average this year is 2132; last year 
it was 1897, an increase of 235. Tho 
average attendance to date this year is 
1994; last year itwas 1764. It will thus 
be seen that the actual increase this 
year over last year is 235 pupils. No 
school should have more than 45 pupils 
in it, and it would be better if there 
were a smaller number even than that. 
It will thus bo seen that the actual in- 
crease this year is enough to flll five 
rooms and have ten pupils left over.— 
We have erected the past year the Len- 
tliall building with eight rooms, but we 
have abandoned tho old Thames street 
building with four rooms, so it will 
readily be seen that more quarters are 
needed and that need will grow greater 
as the number of school children in- 
creases. Tn the rapidly growing sec- 
ond ward the accommodations are now 
entirely inadequate, and something will 
have to be done at an early date to pro- 
vide for the increase. The appoint- 
ment of a committee by the school 
board Monday night to see and report 
what can be done is a step in the right 
direction.

This jacket' is about 
Mi" long and SO" diameter. 


After this operation has been suc- 


cessfully performed, which operation 
is also worthy of description, the gun 
is again sent to the Lathe. The opera- 
tion of "shrinking" on a Jacket is this, 
the tube Is placed in a pit deep enough 
to take the entire length of tlio tube, 
the Jacket is then set on end and heat- 
ed very regularly until the diameter of 
the bore of the jacket has expanded .05 
of an inch when the jacket is pronounc- 
ed as having expansion enough.

Improved Breeds of Poultry. 


The general introduction of the ini 


proved breeds of poultry lias greatly in 
creased the quantity of the prodnn 
and the value of it as well. The diffei 
enco between the old kinds and tho 
new is most marked in parts of the 
South, where a dozen chickens (thc\ 
are all chickens there) go for the usua 
price of $1, and the total weight is 
about 15 to 18 pounds. Young and old 
and superannuated go all together, am 
are mostly !ho degraded progeny of the 
game fowls once mostly kept for the 
sport of idle white men. Eggs there 
sell for ;0 to 10 cents the dozen, and 
sometimes IS of them are required to 
make a pound. In Kentucky quite a 
different order of things prevails, and 
'f6., poultry products of one country 
alone mount up to a value of more than 
«00,000 yearly. 
This is due to the 


prevalence of the pure breeds and their 
spread among the farmers. , Moreover 
•very agricultural journal in that State 
(Jives great prominence to the poultry 
interests; and the farmers' wives claim 
and exercise full jurisdiction over this 
part of tho farm stock.
